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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant argues Bork does not teach or disclose 
anything to suggest that the dimensions of the cradle would be suitable for supporting anything in addition to the mobile phone as shown. 
The examiner disagrees. The car keys or coins can be easily put on top of the caddie since the claims 1 and 1 1 states "a body for 
supporting simultaneously a plurality of objects including a mobile phone and at least one other object". Applicant argues the only data 
transfer from the cradle to the mobile phone occurs via data connector 38 in the cradle. This data transfer is not wireless. There is no 
disclosure of any other means of data transfer between the cradle and the supported mobile phone. The examiner disagrees. In col 6, line 
6-13, Bork clearly states FIG. 16 illustrates the system of FIG. 13 further including a mobile device with a Bluetooth radio 54. In this 
particular embodiment, mobile device 54 is a cellular telephone that includes a transceiver and antenna to communicate with cellular 
telephone base stations and includes a transceiver and antenna to communicate with low power short distance wireless devices. The 
applicant argues the Examiner asserted that Bork discloses " a user interface (Figure 16, between element 54 to element 45). Instead of 
element 45, it should be element 46 where both mobile unit 54 and cradle 46 are wirelessly connected to each other. 
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
